NO ROOM FOR 
PESSIMISM. 


SURVEY BY IMPORTERS’ AND 
EXPORTERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


OUTLOOK FOR TRADE. 

The annual report. of the Man- 
chester Association of Importers 
and Exporters is an interesting, 
informative and, above all, an| 
inspiriting review of trading con- 
ditions, ~ 

Considering the achievements of 
Great Britain under such untoward 
difficulties there is no room left for 
pessimism, .and there is every | 
reason for taking an’ optimistic | 
view of the future, states the re- 
port, which continues as follows: 
—She is carrying a load of taxa- 
tion immensely higher than ‘any 
other country. She is maintaining. 
nn enlarged number of  rentiers, 
pensioners, and unemployed, which 
are mainly, ‘if not altogether, 
maintained out .of industry, she 
has imposed upon herself foreign 
exchange difficulties which handi- 
cap her in her exports, and she is 
paying ‘in cost of Government 
social services six times as much 
as nearly all her competitors,’ ‘and | 
trade union rules prevent that | 
fluidity of labour which is so help- ! 
ful to other countries in reducing 
unemployment. 

Yet with all this to contend with | 
Great Britain is by far the largest 
exporting nation in the world with 
the exception of the United States 
of America. If this can be done 
in a period of strenuous and dras- 
tic readjustment we haye, every 
reason to look forward to.a higher 
and more-vigorous dverseas trade 
when the adjustment is completed._ 

On the whole the general trend 
of ‘industry in 1929 was satisfac- 
tory considering the present 
economic state of the world, —al- 
though, : unfortunately, Manches- 
ter’s principal trade, cotton, is 
still suffering from: deep depres- 
sion which is occupying the 
serious attention of all leaders in 
that particular trade. In the de- 
elared values of exports of British 
"}manufactures we have not yet 
caught up to the 1924 amount, but 
to some extent this is due to the , 
continuous fall in prices. . The 
years 1925, 1926, 1927, and 1928 
‘were poor years, so the increase of 
a few millions in 1929 is something 
to, be grateful for. 

Engineering and Building. 

The industrial productivity. in 
1929 was 6.8 per cent. greater, 
than in 1928, and 4.6 per cent. ' 
above 1927, Compared with 1928, 
there was an increase in the out | 
put of coal of about 8 per ‘cent., | 
of tron and steel about 1114 per 
cent, of engineering and ship-: 
building 7 per'cent,, mainly due to 
substantial improvement in elec- | 
trical and marine engineering and 
shipbuilding; sugar refining and, 
chemicals showed’ increases; there 
was, unfortunately, a decline of | 
1.4 per cont, in ‘textile trades, 
mainly connected with cottons, 
woollena and worsteds, but there 


were improvements in linen and | 


silk. 

The output of saleable coal is 
eatimated to have amounted to 256 
million tons, compared with 237 
million tons in.1928. The ‘previous 
highest output-in post-war years 
waa over 267 million tons in 1924. 
The quantity of ‘coal shipped in, 
1929 has not been exceeded. since 
1924, and amounted td 82 million 
tons (including coal shipped 


., abroad as cargo and bunkers and 
| the coal equivalent of coke and 


manufactured fuel exported). ‘This 
was over 10 million tons greater 
than in either 1928, 1927 or 1925. 
The average declared prices of coal 
exported as cargo rose from 163 
Td for 1928 to 16s 2d for 1929.

Then 
there is a constant displacement of 
Iabour by a continuous extension 
of improved mechanical methods. 

All the indications are that the 
atandard of living for the large 
majority “is much higher than be- 
fore the war, in spite of the fact that 
for about nine years over a million 
unemployed workers have beon 
maintained through the medium of 
the. .State-supported insuranco 
scheme, Which has been frequent- 
ly unable. to pay its way on an 
actuarial basis, and has had to 
have recourse to “loans” from the 
State.

‘ sent attitude of domination. 


The enormous difficulties in the 
way of bringing about any kind of 
a practical Federation of the 
British Motherland. “and her 
Dominions, or, on the other hand, |’ 
.a Federation of the European 
nations, ‘are so formidable as to 
make any consummation whatever 
of ‘these proposals nothing but a 


forlorn hope, It is all to the good,: 


however, that the féeling is grow- 
ing that, trade is complementary, 
and that. the only sane course {ts 
for each nation to give of its -best 
for the axchauge of the best of the 
‘other, 

During the yiar 1929 tramp ship- 
ping had a precarious time, and 
owing to the vagaries of the grain 
shipments in the Argentine and in 
Canada a large number of vessels 
made long. voyages in ballast to 
find rates of freight falling to a 
low ebb, and grain shipments stop. 
ped even at that. The year 1930 
opened with freight still on the 
downward trend, and drastic lay- 
ing up of vessels, even new ships 
being withdrawn. from service. 
Rarely, if ever, has there been 
such general dullness: for so long 
a time in the opeif’ freight markets 
of the world. 

In January, 1930, the index num- 
ber’ dropped 5.16'‘por cent. below 
1929, At 77.01 the Index reached 
the lowest for many years, and 
‘compares badly with . 99.02 in

MEMORIES OF YUKON. 


“Aw, Go On! You can't make 
that trip in less than ten days.” 
|The speaker was. i short, stocky 
young man with a shock of black 
hair and twinkling yrey-blue eyes. 
[Ht nodded his head in disgust, 
writes A. A, Gillespie. in the 
Canadian National Railways Maga- 
zine, : 

“Sure you-eah,” drawled back one 
of the old timers, who had gathered 
with hia kind around the lobby 
of the Yukonia Hotel, in Dawson 
City. “ve made it in six when 
i was young." 

“Well you pot to show 
came back the younger man, 
He Jaughed carelessly. 
“Were, meet Mr. Jones,” boom- 
ed the voice of Joe Segbers, own- 
er and manager of the Yukonia, 
as [entered the door of the 

hotel. 

“He just arriveil by small boat 

from Whitehorse and. is looking 
for business. You'll be able to 
yet some good dope .for your 
paper from him.” 
, “Glad, to know you,” ‘greeted 
the Uheechako, ay he gripped 
hands in the typical warm-heart- 
at. fashion of the Northland, He 
continued, “Sure = ['ll give you 
some dope for your paper,’ This 
cld timer says you can make the 
trip from Labarge’ to Dawson: in 
vix days. IT still contend that it’s 
impossible.” 

The young man atopped to rub 
two sore arms and an. aching 
back, 

“I know it,” he laughed, at his 
own expense, 

-The ‘sneaker was 
Agent for the Canadian National 
Railway, at Skagway, on his first 
arrival in Dawson by small boat, 
after rowing: for 460 miles down 
on ice packed river from the foot 
of Lake Laberage to the gold 
metropolis of the ‘Yukon Terri- 
tory, : 

“LB.” was a Cheechako at 
that time, in spite of the fact 
that -he had tackled more adven- 
ture in his ll-day trip down the 
Yukon than an good many more 
|| hardened sourdoughs would even 
care to face to-day. Of course, any 
stranger just arrived in the gold 
Jland is a “Cheechako,” ‘meaning 
in ordinary language’ a gicenhorn 
to the country.

At one time there were 
8,400 people in Canyon., City and 
it, also, was a typical frontier 
town with ‘its dance halls, hotels 
ond rodely-constructed cabins of 
every gleseviption. To-day Canyon 
City ia but another victim of the 
wold-rush. Its streets are lined 
with brokendown cabins, and 
trees are breaking out through 
the roofs and fioors, 
inch cottonwood trees’ ‘are grow-

The former oc- 
cupant of this shack must have 
been tin ardent. sport fan, for the 
two men found a copy of the San 
Francisco Chronicle of May 10, 
1898, ‘between the chinks, The 
paper carried a full account of the 
Jeifries—Sharkey fight. 

Heavy Weather. | 

The night out, the rain came 
down. in torrents, followed by a 
heavy fog, which made further 
progress up the canyon perilous,’ 
However, they left Canyon City 
at 8 am., and after cutting their 
way for’ the: most purt through 
high hills’ ‘and thick brush, final- 
ly reached Sheep Camp, 2,000 feet. 
above sea. level, at 4 o’clock that 
afternoon. Here’ thef travellers 
located ‘an old cabin, which serv- 
ed as shelter for the night.

Leaving Sheep Camp in a sting- 
ing rain the ‘following morning, 
the two h’kers, again encountered 
4 heavy, shroud of fog, which en- 
gulfed the mountain. This part 
of the climb. proved., the moat 
strenuous of. the whole trip, for 
they had to feol their way across 
the Sheep Camp, slide, where some 
Ofty men were swent ty destruc- 
tion during the Klondike stam- 
pede, some of-' the bodies being 
found only after the snow had 
disappeared the following spring. 
On this part of. the trip, the fog 
was so thick that the two: moun- 
taineers had to climb by compaas, 
and over thickaalders, devil tina 
and sharp qranite rocks. On. 
was a lot of fun! 

The foot.of Chilkoot Pass was 
reached at 1.pm.,. and after a 
short rest, while the ‘fog was 
lifting, Jones and Dedman began 
the long ascent-‘up- tothe sume. 
mit. What. a spectacle met their 
eyes!

LOW -NECKED -DRESSES «IN 
‘EGYPTIAN TOMB, 


My. Setim Hassan, the Egyptian ‘ 


exvavator, Who has been digging 
on behalf of the Egyptian Univer- 
sity ner the Cairo pyramids, has 
discovered, the tomb of Tarso Ankh, 
which is the fifth tombodf a priest 
to be dissovered in the great tomb 
ot Ri’ Wer, a prince and High Priest 
af the Third Dynasty (about 5,000 
B.C.). 

Tarso Ankh's titles are Inscribed 
on a mardle slab at the entrance tu

logy and Otology (3) Ophthalmo- 
loxy and (4) Psychological Medi- 
cine. . : 

The following further informa- 
tion has now been received fron 
the Secretary to the Migh Com- 
missioner for India, London. 

Students’ Position. 

The non-recognition of Indian 
medical degrees will not affect 
students who have vreceived their 
diplomas before February 24, 
1930, Al such students will con- 
tinue to be‘ registrable in the 
“nited Kingdom on the same con- 
ditions, ng before, for admission 
to the examination for the Diploma | 
in Publie Health of Conjoint Board ! 
and of the various examining 
bodies in the United Kingitom for 
which a qualification registrable 
in the ‘United Kingdom has 
always been required. 

It will therefore be necessary: 
for Indian candidates, on whom! 
degrees have not been conferred 
before February 24, 1930, to obtain! 
a Yegistranle qualification béfore' 
being eligible to preseed to Part! 
2 of the examination’ for tho | 
D. P. H. Such candidates will, 
however, be eligible to enter for’ 
the examination after having! 
secured the LEGP, MRCS. | 
diplomas already referred to, : | 

’ Conditions Unchanged. 

The conditions for admission to! 
the examination for Licentiateship 
in Medicine and Surgery, awarded 
by the Society of Apothecaries of 
London, remain unchanged as 
hitherto, Each application from a 
candidate holding an Indian 
medical degree is consigered in- 
dividually by a Court of Examin- 
ers. The examination for the 
Fellowship of the Roynl College of 
Surgeons of England (F.R.C.S.) is 
open as before to candidates who 
have passed the primary examina- 
tion (for admission to, which the 
conditions remain unchanged) and 
who either (A) hold the qualifica- 
tion of L.R.CP., M.R.CS., or (B) 
have spont uot "loss than 4 years 
sWbgequent to obtaining a recog- 
nised registrable medical quali- 
fication in the study and practice 
of the profession, one year of 
which shall have been spent in at- 
tendance upon surgical. practice in 
a Fecoynised - hospital or ' in- 
firmary. 

In the case, of this diploma it 
will be seen ‘that candidates can 
make themselves eligible by secur: 
ing the L.R.C.P., M.R.C.S., diplomag 
for admission to which they are 
eligible as before and also that the 
decision of the General Medical 
Council wii] not affect those In- 
dian candidatea who have already 
obtained a registrable  qualifica- 
tion till at least four years have 
elapsed. 

Scottish Degrees. 

From February 24, 1930, candi- 
dates who propose to proceed for 
the Membership of’ the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians, London 
(M.R.C.P.), and who have not al- 
ready secured a registrable: quali. 
fication will have to secure the 
L.R.C.P., M.R.C.S., or other re-

As ‘regards higher Scottish 
medical qualifications and the

TO DIE. 


- HORRIBLE CONDITIONS IN 
CHINESE WAR. FRONT. 


WHAT A \ HOSPITAL! 


Skahighal, June 10. 

A traveller who his just return- 
ed«from ‘the war zone In the In- 
terior has brought back with him 
a vivid description of the dificult 
conditions . prevailing there, 
especially where medical attention 
to wounded soldiers fighting on the 
various fronts is concerned. 

He describes: the situation as 
frightful and almost . hopeless, 
The military hospitals, in spite of 
the enormous sums spent by the 
Government for their maintenance, 
are hopelessly inadequate to cope 
with ‘the problem of dealing with 
the very large number of wounded 
soldiers brought in dally from the 
several fronts, 

The very limited number of 
medical practitioners and nurses 
are very hard put to it'to meet the 
requirements of the wounded 
soldicrs: who pour into the ‘hos- 
pitals at the average rate of from 
five hundred to a thousand ‘Per 
day. ' 

In several of these hospitals ‘the 
wounded are so neglectéd that 
“many die from lack of care. They 
had been kept with very meagre 
food supplies for a long time and 
these supplies were even diminish- 
ing daily. Some of the. more 


! , Seriously wounded who were unable 


to procure their own food were left 
without any at all, and died suffer- 
ing the most excruciating torments 
,of starvation, neglect and severe 


wounds. _. | 


The food supplies for the army 
are mostly’ sent to the ‘ soldiers 
, fighting on the various fronts and 
very little of it comes into the 
army hospitals. 

Insufficient Equipment. 
/ Some of these hospitals have no 
operiting rooms. A ‘Chinese doc- 
tor in high authority said, “Not 
one. of our hospitals has a room 
where .an aseptic opération could 
be performed.” Another, pointing 
to a patient ‘who was tossing about 
with the terrible pain he was 
suffering, said, with grief on his 
face, “We have no. antitoxin.” 

Some of. the Inarger hospitals 
have been in operation for two or 
more years... There seems to. be 
from one thousand. to. fifteen 
hundred seriously wounded in each 
of them, besides a larger number 
of walking cases. Many of these 
die daily owing to “io lack’ af ap- 


; Paratus and the- impossibility of | 
_Medical attention reaching them 


in time, 

The surgeons are: Working night 
and day trying to do something to 
alleviate conditions but they know 
that unless help reaches them soon 
the hospitals will go from bad to 
worse. They have more than once 
voiced their. inability to cope with 
the situation. 

At the same time: it’should be 
remembered that the Government 
armies are better cared for sur- 
gically than any other army: in 
China, but the whole idea of ren- 
dering any modern, care to the 
wounded, is comparatively 4 new 
thing, though progress is being 
made to eliminate gradually the

Safe in their custody, the young 

student was told by his captors of 
the purpose of their move. They 
demanded a sum of $50,000 as the 
price of his liberty, this was final- 
‘ly reduced to $30,009, when the 
student was asked to write to his 
aged father for the money. 
’ Failure of Han to’ return home 
for tiffin aroused the suspicion of 
his family who immediately report- 
ed the matter to police and.detec- 
tives, Feng Chiao-chih, _ former 
Fengtien officer, whose. father 
once ‘served as a private tutor to 
the Han family, had been in very 
difficult circumstances these years 
‘and often received financial sup- 
port from Han. He was suspect+ 
ed of being behind the plot and 
Was arrested by detectives at the 
Han home, while visiting’ the 
family to comfort them in an at- 
tempt to disarm their suspicion, 

Feng confessed his part in the 
affair and revealed the where-, 
abouts of his accomplices. A raid 
made immediately on a house in 
West City ‘resulted in the arrest 
of two more culprits, who said that 
they had taken ‘out the house for 
the purpose of concealing | the 
young Han., :

ABOUT RECTIFIERS. 


"Many are ‘the types’ of rectifiers 
that are on the market at present, 
and a few points about the three 
most popular types will not be out 
of place. | The three types referred 
to are the valve, the copper oxide, 
and the electrolytic. . The valve 
rectifier has the advantagea that 
under proper conditions. the retlfica- 


tion ratio is very high, whilst alsoq° 


a single-valve rectifier unit is 
capable of operating: under quite 
high ‘voltages. { 
The, principal disadvantages ‘of 
valve rectifier aré] firstly its 
Mabllity to damage and ‘its limited 
working life;. and, secondly, though 
by 1 means. so important, the 
energy consumption in the heated 
filament. Although this type of 
rectifier is very much uded, it is’ not 
used as much as it ought to be. This 
type gives excellent rectification 
and there ia a security and steadi- 
ness about valve rectification. which 
{sg very often lacking in other types 
of rectifiers, 7 

The oxide rectifier has “gained 
popularity during the past year or 
two matoly owing to its robust con- 
struction and its freedom ‘from any 
need for attention. The oxide 
rectiffér is well adapted for main 
units where one of the, principal ob- 
Jects in view’ .is to use, - components 
which can be boxed up and'do, not 
need subsequently to be “got at-’.

The Archbishop’ Carta of Malta,, 


who recently attacked | Lord 
Strickland and demanded his re- 
moval from office, recently ac- 
cused the Police authorities of 
aiding the popular demonstrations 
against the Pope during Whitsun. 

The Governor, General Sir John 
P. Du Cane, replying to the pro- 
test Ly Archbishop Carta against 
the behaviour of the Polfce on 
that occasion, declares. that after 
full enquiry he has not found the 
slightest grounds for. censure or 
criticism of the Police.. 

The Governor further reminds 
the Archbishop that the safety of 
the community lies in the hands 
of the Police, and he trusts that 
he may count on the co-operation 
of the Archbishop in reducing the 
minimum opportunities for public 
demoistrations which might lead 
to disorder and rioting. .
